. _ BAGDAD, Thursday. 

An important change in the potential 
‘ource of supply of the European oil 
markets, and one that will be under 
British control, is heralded by to-day’s 
announcement that a contract for a new 
oil concession has been granted by the Iraqi 
Government to the British Oil Develop- 
ment Company. 

A vital clause in the contract so far as 
Great Britain and Empire development 
are concerned is understood to stipulate 
that the contro] of the new company, in 
which British. German, Italian. and 
French capital is invected, must remain 
in British hanes. 

The Chairman of the company is Sir 
Edward Mountain, Bart., the Chairman 
of the Eagle, Star and British Dominions 
Insurance Company. . 

The new concession, which was formally 
signed here between Nuri Pasha, the 
Iraqi Prime Minister, and a representa 
tive of the company, provides for the ex 
ploitation of oil-fields over an area under- 
stood to be approximately 200 miles 
square, on the western bank of the Tigris. 
The company has obtained the rights of 
full exploitation of the area for a period 
of seventy-five years.
